Board of Ser- 
vice Member Mr. Taylor, the City 
Auditor. Mr. Wulboop. and Clerk of 
Council Mr. McCarthy were present. 
together with members of the two 
business organizations of the city. 


When the meetins "was called to 


order by the presiding officer, Mr. 
Fulton asked the president of 
the 


Newark Board of Trade. C. H. Spen- 
cer, to address the 
meeting.

Spencer briefly recited some water 
works history and t«ld why the prop- 
osition had been taken up by the 
Board of Trade, an organization of 
business men w'nvo soie purpose is 
the promotion of Newark's biisi:ic?"> 
interests. 
The Board of Trade bad 


deemed the matter of sn'h import- 
ance to the taxpayers of Newark that 
it had appointed a special commit- 
tee consisting of seven of the best 
known and most icpn'ablc men of 
Newark: 
James F. Irwjn. superin- 


tendent of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railway company: Wm. H. Sinnh. 
lumberman : Kfiward Thomas, iron 
manufacturer: Wesley Montgomr-ry, 
banker avc'l 
J U T : 'her ';<-a!cr:

L. 


Weiscorber. former A'ast'-r Me< hn;;;< 
of B. A- O. raHvay: Fr'.-'i C. Kvsr.s. 


president of the Evans Supply com- 
jiany. and H. B. Dick, civil engineer. 
These committeemen named by the 
directors of the Board of Trade were 
sclecied for their fitness and because 
of their integrity and their reputa- 
tion among the people of Newark. 
They were asked to investigate the 
water problem from A to Z and to 
make a report with recommendation 
as to the best thing to do. 


The (oniraitiee, though all busy 


men, engaged in the transaction of 
r;ie:r own business affairs, gave two 
weeks to the work of studying water 
works. They took nothing for grant- 
ed but fo\:nd out 
for 
themselves 


what had been done, what the con- 
dition of the old and new plants was 
and what could be done. This co'm- 
mitiee submitted a report which was 
published some 
time ago in 
the 


newspapers. 
The 
committee 
was 


unanimous in recommending to the 
rity council the purchase of the old 
water plant at a price 
of 
about

The committee had ap- 


praised the plant and found that it 
possesed physical value in excess of 
the figure given and that in spite of 
the partial construction of the mu- 
nicipal plant the old plant would be 
a valuable asset TO the city in that 
it would save the city the construc- 
i:on of a reservoir, a duplicate line 
from the power house to :hc city 
Ktirl the making of about 30''"'i house 
connections. 


Mr. J. F. Irwin. chairman of the 


Board of Trade water committee,
